The risk of perjury penalties he is likely to take 
even more lightly than did the 100 citizens who 
lied about TV quizzes. Yet last year when Con- 
gress adopted a plan for leans to worthy college 
students it not only required them to take the 
oath of allegiance to the Constitution but to make 
an affidavit of nonallegians to any organization 
seeking overthrow of the government. 

Now it may seem that even if this ix not 
effective it is harmless. But students ask why
